The Moody-Trimble test case to 
decide which one of the two was 
the nominee of t h e Democratic 
party for Congress in the Seventh 
district, was decided, last week, by 
Judge Cantrill in favor of Trim- 
ble.

Sergeant, Joseph, lost his valua- 
ble life, and where Capt. Mo 
Shelby, younger brother of G< 
Shelby, was severely wounded in 
the hip which wouud crippled him 
for life. 

In 1820 John Adair was elected 
Governor of Kentucky in opposi 
tion tj Judge Logan, Joseph De- 
sha and Col. Butler'. In all situ- 
ations, military and civil, to which 
he was elevated by his 1 
men, he was uu honest, 
man, who commanded the respect 
and confidence of his fellow-citi-
